Highest in Percentage 

Lake county's 1D50 cancer fund 
drive went over the top today when 
J. Robert Baxter, of Waukegan, 
general chairman, reported collec- 
tions of 520,260, or 101 per cent of 
the quota of $26,000. This is the 
third year in a row that Lake 
county has exceeded its quota. 

When the final figures are tabu- 
lated, it is expected that the total 
will exceed $27,000, Eleven of the 
17 communities that participated in 
the drive have gone over the top al- 
ready, and four or five more will 
join them before the books are 
closed. 

Antioch, with Mrs. Winsor War- 
riner as chairman, showed the high- 
est percentage total, with 279 per 
cent of its quota. Gurncc, chair- 
mained by Harold L. Mlnkler, was 
second with 210 per cent. Prairie 
View, with Mrs. Walter P. Stelner 
as chairman, and Highwood, with 
Mrs. Ralph E. Pottkcr as chairman, 
were also among the leaders with 
136 per cent each. 

Other communities that passed 
the 100 per cent mark were Wauke- 
gan-North Chicago, Highland' Park, 
Grayslake, Lake Villa, LIbertyville* 
Mundelein, Wauconda and Zion. 

Great Lakes and Downey contri- 
buted greatly to the success of the 
Waukegan - North Chicago cam- 
paign, raising $2,000 and $525 re- 
spectively, according to present fi- 
gures.

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George M Maypole, Lake Villa, 
is circulating petitions as an inde- 
pedent candidate for the legislature. 
Maypole withdrew as a candidate 
at the Democratic primary with the 
complaint that the Chicago politi- 
cal bosses were running the party 
in Lake county. Subsequent erup- 
tion in the party and the firing of 
those who refused to accept boss 
rule later bore out his contention. 
Maypole's statement follows: 
On November 24th, 1949, I issued 
the following statement and releas- 
ed it to the press: 

"In the light of recent develop- 
ments, and basing my decision on 
my long experience in election pro- 
cedure in this state, and the dis- 
covery that Democratic Bosses In 
Chicago are dictating the naming of 
the Democratic candidates for the

"I am serving notice on the Chi- 
cago Political Bosses that at the 
proper time I will file a petition as 
an independent candidate for the 
Legislature in the election to be 
held in November. 

"The voters of the 8th Senatorial 
District can then have the privilege 
of voting for the candidate of their 
choice." 

Subsequent developments • have 
proved that the Democratic Party in 
the 8th Senatorial District, and par- 
ticularly in Lake County, is domi- 
nated by the dictations of on out- 
side and detrimental influence, cer- 
tainly detrimental to the voters of 
our District. 

When I withdrew from the Demo- 
cratic Primary race of 1949, I did 
so because I was satisfied that an 
open Primary was out of the ques- 
tion. However, I now present my 
name as a candidate for the Legisla- 
ture. I am satisfied to present my 
case to all the voters of both major 
Parties for their consideration at 
the election to be held in Novem- 
ber. My petitions as an independent 
candidate are now being circulated.

Life's Emptiness Must 
Be Filled Spiritually, 

Ehrgott Tells Graduates 



Dissatisfaction with conditions of 
the world and with their own spirit- 
ual state was urged by the Rev. 
Roberts Ehrgott, pastor of St. Ig- 
natius Episcopal church, in his ad- 
dress to the graduating class of An- 
tioch' Township High school Sunday 
evening. 

Speaking before an audience of 
good size at the school auditorium, 
the Episcopal priest placed himself 
in the generation of those graduat- 
ing and accused older generations 
of applying their dissatisfaction in 
life to material things whichfhave 
led -to divorce, stealing and killing 
on an individual basis and war on a 
corporate basis. 

. "Mankind acts like a child in a 
tantrum, in being denied a piece of 
candy," he said. "He kicks out in all 
directions, hurting others, wound- 
ing (them as he feels himself wound- 
ed. Or, he. sulks,., demanding that 
other* share his misery,, his empti- 
ness, or that they satisfy his ego by 
petting him." 

"All these symptoms not only of 
basic unrest, but a. basic emptiness; 
man is like a hole, demanding to 
be filled, to be satisfied, to be satiat- 
ed, which means more than satis- 
fied. Will he take a drink? No, he 
must get drunk. Will he get mar- 
ried? No, he must do it often. Will 
he eat to maintain the body? No, he 
will gorge himself." 

The speaker said that being good 
often • smacks of self satisfaction; 
that he wished for the students : 
spiritual dissatisfaction which striv 
es for more of the goodness of God, 
the perfect one. 

Mr. Ehrgott gave the students 
no formula for supplying this spiri- 
tual satisfaction, leaving to them 
their own efforts and ways. His 
duty, he maintained, was to show 
that the material things in life are 
not soul satisfying and that the 
spiritual satisfaction should be up- 
permost.

Many prospective purchasers of taxed mer- 
chandise are postponing their buying In the hope that 
the taxes will be repealed. And in the meantime, the 
retailers are not the only ones who are adversely af- 
fected. Production is down in the factories which pro- 
duce the goods — and employment suffers accordingly. 

These excise tajtes were 100 per cent war mea- 
sures. It was widely said — and believed — that they 
would be promptly repealed when the war ended. Yet 
they are going on and on, years after the last shot 
was fired. They apply to many virtual necessities — 
transportation tickets, for example, baby oil, cos- 
metics, inexpensive as well as costly jewelry and 
watches, and so on. Each time we buy one of the 
taxed items or services, we must pay up to 20 per 
cent more than the normal purchase price because 
of this levy. 

Past Congresses have postponed consideration 
of excise tax repeal. This Congress is at last — but 
slowly — getting around to doing something about it. 
Some Congressmen feel that the taxes should be re- 
duced by about half. However, elementary justice de- 
mands their total repeal — to the benefit of everyone.

"Faced with serious cuts In rent 
office personnel after June 6, due to 
present budget deficiencies, regional 
housing expediters have been in- 
structed to plan new staffing pat 
terns for their office in order to 
maintain the best possible service to 
landlords and tenants through June 
30, the expiration date to the pres- 
ent federal rent law," said Oscar G 
Abern, regional housing expediter 
in Chicago. 

"Whether we will continue in 
business after June 30 depends, of 
course, on whether Congress gives 
us another rent law to administer." 

Abern explained that while all 
2,778 employes of the Office of 
Housing Expediter are receiving re 
duction in force notices, effective 
close to business June 6, a certain 
percentage of these dismissal notices 
will be withdrawn, and a skeleton 
force remain on duty through June 
30. .. 

"Of the 2.778 men and women em- 
ployed by the Housing Expediter, 
583, or 21.2 percent, are on jobs in 
Region 6 which comprises Illinois, 
Iowa, Minnesota, North and South 
Dakota, Wyoming, Colorado, Kan- 
sas, Missouri and Lake County, In- 
diana. Under the present plan, no- 
tices will be withdrawn on 234 re- 
gion 6 employes." 

"How the new staffing pattern 
will affect the Waukegan office af- 
ter June 6," continued Abern, "we 
do not know at present. But what- 
ever the plan, rent offices will re- 
main open."

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Pollution Is Subject of 
Address by Cooney at 
Grayslake Friday Night 



Many prominent governmental, 
civic, Industrial, and professional 
leaders have been invited to a mass 
meeting called by the Chain 0' 
Lakes Region council for 8:15 p. m. 
Friday (tomorow) nt the Grayslake 
Grade school In the discussion of 
pollution Of lakes and streams. 

E. G. Cooney, educational super- 
visor of Ihe Illinois State Depart- 
ment of Conservation will be. the 
speaker. 

The speaker has engaged in con- 
servation work for more than 15 
years and has traveled extensively 
throughout the continent in connec- 
tion with his work. 

As the head of the department's 
training camp at Fox Lake, he is 
in close touch with workers from 
the .University of Illinois Medical 
college, and has co-operated with 
them in rcascarch work on health 
aspects of polluted water, In his 
opinion a distinct contributing fac- 
tor in the spread of polio. 

Mr. Cooney was a member of the 
committee of the Illinois Federation 
of Sportsmen's clubs which worked 
on the Illinois River flood control 
program and is a member of the 
publicity and education committee 
of that organization. He is vice 
president of the Outdoor Writers of 
Illinois and a member of its board 
of directors. He was the originator 
of the essay contest on conservation 
which' is conducted annually in the 
schools of Illinois. 

The film, "Clean Waters," a color 
sound movie produced by the Gen- 
eral Electric Co., will be shown at 
this meeting. The. film is famous 
for its photography and the impor- 
tance of its message. It shows the 
slow but economic degradation 
which pollution can cause a com- 
munity, the eventual . disappearance 
of fish and game, and the tremend- 
ously high rate of sickness which 
can result. 

Tests are now being conducted in 
most of the lakes in the region^, in 
bringing information on pollution 
up to date. The state department 
will soon start its exhaustive survey 
of Deep, Third, and Duck lakes. 

The meeting is a part of the acti- 
vities of the Chain O' Lakes council 
in improving the health and sani- 
tary conditions of Lake county and 
to institute a county health depart- 
ment.

Upward Trend in Home 
Prices Seen by Head 

Of Builders Association 



Soaring lumber prices and an 
average 10 cents an hour wage 
boost for building trades labor will 
most , likely mean higher home 
prices in the Chicago area, and else-: 
where, A. O. Aldrich, president of 
the Chicago Metropolitan Home 
Builders Association, said yesterday. 

Pointing out that the price of 
West coast Douglas fir has risen as 
much as 26 per cent this year while 
southern yellow pine has gone up 
between 13 and 17 per cent in the 
last two weeks, Aldrich said these 
increased costs of building must be. 
passed on in part to the consumer. 

"The rise in lumber prices is 
spectacular and unexepocted," the 
Franklin Park builder pointed out, 
"and interferes with builders' plans 
to keep home prices at last year's 
level. 

•The wage boost to Chicago area 
labor, while less spectacular and not 
uncxepected, will likewise affect the 
prices of homes." 

Mr. Aldrich said home prices, af- 
ter a four year climb, leveled off 
last year, and that builders hoped 
to keep them from going any higher 
this year despite the building boom. 

"However, accelerated home build- 
ing has resulted in materials short- 
ages with a resultant increase in 
prices and building costs, and 
looks like the trend of prices, 
Chicago as well as in the rest 
the country, is upward."
